it is understood that he 'had confided 
his secret in a friend, Orean Snyder, 
son of John Snyder S27 West Eighth 
street. 


According 
to 
an 
Indianapolis 


newspaper today, Oaron had been 
keeping .company with Mildred Sny- 
der, a sister <if the companion men- 
tioned above and the father, John 
Snyder offered objections. 


The report is that during a period 


of indiscretion, Caron 
confided 
in 


young Snyder, and took him to a 
phvee near the TVhite bridge, 
over 


Flairock, and near the E'ast' Hill 
cemetery, where Snyder was -shown 
some stamps, which Taron is report- 
ed to have remarked was a .part of 
the loot taken from the 
postoffice 


here. 


According to the reports, this in- 


cident happened several wefcs ago, 
and in the course of events Suyder's 
/parents were informed c.f the affair, 
and the -father is 
said to" have 


warned Caron to leave town, or else 
he would report the alleged hiding 
place of the supposed postoffi-ee loot.

Herbert Hoover Delivers fttfnms Be*' 


fore The United States Chamber 


of Commerce 


SEES NEED FOR CONFIDENCE 


Must Get Minds Away From Pre- 


War Standards and Volume of 


Business Would be Normal

Tew York, May 9—Herbert Hoov- 


ir, Secretary of Commerce discussed 
:he economic measures needed for 
'holding on to prosperity" in an ad- 
dress by that name delivered here 
Tuesday night before 
the United 


States, Chamber of Commerce. 


Dealing with the present situation, 


Secretary Hoover praised 
caution, 


stressed the need for confidence and 
iourage as well, and marked emphat- 
ically .the difference between caution 
and timidity. He stated that tbere is 
no .comparison of the present -situa- 
tion with 1920. This is 
prosperity 


and can be preserved; that was a 
wasteful boom. Mr. Hoover outlined 
:-he essential economic differences 
uetwcen the two .periods. To under- 
stand our economic position and 
take advantage of it, he said, ;'we 
must get our minds away from the 
lotion that pre-war standards of liv- 
ing and volume of business would be 
normal now." 


The broader and deeper 
essen- 


tials involved in the planning of 
commerce nnd industry to keep the 
nation permanently prosperous con- 
stituted the major theme of the ad- 
dress. Great •shifts in-the economic 
stream in the United''States, the sec- 
retary held, have made necessary the 
realization of new forces to be met 
and conditions to whicii we must 
swcoinmbdate onr industry and com- 
merce. 


He cited the increase in efficiency 


of production of from 10 to 15 per 
cent per capita 'suice the period im- 
mediately preceding the war as one 
important phass of the necessity, for 
new standards of business thought. 
A selection of industries furnishing 
commodities raising the plans of the 
average citizen's comfort and con- 
venience of life iii the past decade 
shows a -growth of 60 percent. "We 
could today .supkly each person the 
same amount of commodities; that 
he consumed ten years ago,"' Mr. 
Hoover said, "and lay off about 2,- 
000,000 ^people from work." The in-

Structures In Fifty-Nine Counties 
Will Cost Approximately $3,214,- 


400 It Was Estimated 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO AID 


Indianapolis, Ind., Hay tf—The 


1923 bridge building progiwm of the 
state highway commission calls for 
227 bridges in fifty-nine counties to 
cost approxima'teiy $3,214,400, of 
which $1,045,660 will he provided by 
the federal goveirimcnt, according to 
announcement by "John D. .Williams, 
highway director. Bridge plans wers 
prepared by William J. Titus,"chief 
bridge engineer and assistants.

IN SALES OF STONE 


Prosperity Reigns in Limestone Dis- 


trict of State and More Men are 


Now Being Employed 


UNABLE TO FILL ALL ORDERS 


Last Year Set Record When More 


Than 9,500,OQO Feet of Stone 
Was Produced—Prices Lower 


Bloomiugton, Ind., May 9—Pros- 


perity reigns in the limestone district 
of Indiana, where more men are now 
employed than have been for several 
year.?, and with the operating com- 
panies enjoying a rush, of business 
that is resulting in orders 
being 


stacked up for deliveries late in the, 
year. 
' 


Some companies report they will 


be unable to fill orders placed at this 
time until late fall or next year, and 
everywhere throughout the quarries 
of Monroe and Lawrence counties 
there is manifest a prosperity that 
exceeds any period of (he past. Last 
year set a record' when more than 
9,500,000 feet of stone was produced, 
the largest output since 1912, but 
the indications now favor another 
new record for 1923. 


The demand of last year showed 


a gain of 80' percent, over 1921 and 
orders ahead for shipments in 1923 
promise that unless unexpected 'Con- 
ditions arise the output for this year 
will exceed that of Ifl22. The total 
value of the stone shipped in 1922 
was' $11,288,823, according to fig- 
ures reported to by fjuarrymen and 
mill operators to the federal depart- 
ment of interior. The average value 
per cubic foot of all stone sold de- 
creased from $1.29 in 1921 to $1.17 
in 1922, with 'this year's prices being 
substantially unchanged over a year 
ago. 


While (he prosperous 'Conditions 


in the stone industry, which is a big 
business here, affects many workers 
directly employed in the f|uarries it 
also has been reflected in 
general 


business conditions. The stone indus- 
try is not the only one .feeling the 
results of prosperity, but every other 
line of endeavor 
in this 
locality 


shows a continued improvement. The 
big furniture factory in this "city is 
rushed with business, and because of 
the difficulty of keeping a 
sufficient 


working- force has started the erec- 
tion of 40 homes. Many of the fac- 
tory operatives live in nearby towns 
General retail business shows im- 
provement, due to 'the general pros- 
perity.
